The flames also penetrated 
a floor and down to the third story, 
where the plaster served to check it, 
and the depth of water on the floor 
prevented it from going lower. Each 
story, however, below the fire was lit- 
erally drowned.

WS time of the fire and has not yet arrived, 
hence it isimpossible to make an ac- 
curate estimate of his loss, but we do 
not believe that $15,000 will replace 
the Depot Hotel in its former plight. 
Various tales are current-as to the 
amount of insurance upon the build- 
ing. Mr. Myers, the bookkeeper, in- 
forms us that Chamberlain holds a 
$5,000 policy in the Home Mutual, 
and that he had an additional policy 
ef $10,000 in another Company which 
expired on the 8th of the present 
month. Mr. Myers has not learned 
whether it has been renewed. Mr. 
Chamberiain will arrive to-morrow 
morning, when more accurate state- 
ments may be made in regard to these 
matters. 
ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 

There were only . three persons sleep- 
ing in the upper story, and these had 
beenin bed and asleep some time 
when the’ fire awak=ned the porter, 
and rushing to the door he saw the 
smoke coming from near the chimney 
at the west end of the house, and as 
he 1ooked down to the floor he saw 
that the fire had evidently come from 
the chimney. An examination shows 
that the fourth floor had settled some, 
and with it the lower part of the 
chimney, causing a crack between the 
bricks large enough to allow fire 
to pass out. The porter says he heard 
the fire roaring near this point, and 
there seemed quite a draft through this 
break in the chimney. 


INCIDENTS. 


When the fire had been placed un- 
der control, Messrs. Ross and Jones 
penetrated to the fourth story, and 
while fighting the fire, passed from 
room to room until they reached the 
northeast corner, where they found 
the unfortunate victim of ‘the fire and 
smoke. Mrs. Lena Johnson lay upon 
“}the floor, face downward, where she 
had suffocated, and the flames had 
begun to devour the body. The 
remains were removed to Saunders & 
‘Co.’s where an inquest was held, and 
the body was visited by large num- 
bers to-day.

Destructive Conflagration. 
The Fire-iiend again at work.—The De- 
pot Hotel almost totally destroyed by 
Fire and Water.— Estimated Loss $15,- 
000. 
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Last night, about 12:30, the people 
along Virginia street were aroused by 
a loud cry of fire. But very few peo- 
ple were stirring at the time, and 
some thought the alarm: false, while 
others were told that the fire was in 
the Reno Hotel.’ The fire beil, however, 
soon called out the citizens, and a 
large clond of smoke hovering oy er 
the Depot Hotel, showed where the 
fire was, although no flames could be 
seen from the. outside. We arrived 
upon the ground before thie alarm had 
fairly sounded, ‘and outside of the 
house none knew exactly where the) 
fire was. Lodgers came hurrying down 
however, and one could plainly see by, 
this time that a fire was raging in the 
western end of the building, and’ on 
the 4th story.. There were no roomers 
on this story except tliree persons em- 
ployed about, the ,Hotel, a porter, 
watchman and Mrs. Johnson, the 
waitress.. The porter was the first to 
give the alarm, and just escaped from 
the suffocating smoke in time. It was 
supposed that everybody had escaped 
from this upper story, as the fire 
burned very slowly, and the volumne 
of smoke which gathered in the 
ing building rendered it impossible to 
venture higher than the. third story. 
The work of ‘removing trunks andj} 
valuables from the ‘second story had 
meanwhile been carried on vigorously, 
when some men, in trying to-reach the 
fourth story, heard cries and moans 

the stifling smoke, and knew 
that poor Mrs:: Johnson, was meeting 
death alone amidst the fire, and be- 
yond the reach of human aid.

Died in the Flames. 


Large numbers of our citizens to- 
day viewed the remains of Mrs. Lena 
Johnson, the unfortunate victim: of 
the fire last night. She was found ly- 
ing upon the ftoor of her room, face 
downward, with one hand beneath her 
body. She hada walking skirt on, 
which garment was entirely burned 
away on her back. The face was 
much swollen, and the protruding 
tongue, together with the condition of 
her ‘hair, showed that death had been 
caused probably by asphyxiation. 
The hand beneath her body looked 
very natural, while both limbs were 
burned away to the knees. She must 
have become bewildered and upon 
meeting the rush of smoke either 
fainted or ost all presence of mind 
until the moment for escape had gone 
forever. The following is the~verdiet 
of the Coroner’s jury: 

In the matter of the inquisition up- 
on the body of Lena Johnson, wé the 
undersigned jurors summoned to ap- 
pear before N. C. Haslund, Coroner of 
Washoe county, at the rooms of San- 
ders & Co., at Reno, Nevada,! on’ the 


13th day of February, 1877, to inquire 
into the cause of the death of Lena 


Johnson, now lying in said room, hav- | 


ing been duly sworn according to law, 
and having made such inquisition af- 
ter inspecting the body and hearing 
the testimony adduced, upon our oaths 
each and all do say’ that wd find the 
deceased was named Lena Johnson; 
was a native of Sweden; aged about 
27 years; that she came to ‘her: death 
in the night of thé 12th-18th day of 
February, 1877, at Reno, Nevada, by 
the burning of the Depot Hotel, where 
she was then employed asa chamber- 
maid; and that her body was found 
burnt and dead in the_ northeast cor- 
ner of the fourth story of said build- 
ing; the cause of which fire is unknown 
tous. All of which we duly certify 
by this inquisition in writing this 13th 
af of February, A. D. 1877.

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Rapid Transit in London. 


London is served by three ‘rapid- 
transit roads ——the North London 
Railway, which traverses the northern 
suburbs above the houses, and is twelve 
miles long; the Metropolitan District 
Railyay, seven miles long under- 
pace and the Metropolitan Rail- 
way (the first built), which is thirteen 
miles long und und. There are 
a few branch lines in addition to these, 
and the main lines are connected with 
the principal lines of railway running 
into London at the several large ter- 
mini. The Metropolitan cost $3,000,- 
000 a mile, or $39,000,000 in all. The 


- Metropolitan District cost $3,700,000 


per mile, or $25,000,000 for the whole 
road; and the North London the 
smaller sum of $1,560,000 per mile, 
or $18,720,000 in all. Thus the three 
roads, running thirty-two miles, cost 
$83,620,000. The bulk of the passen- 
gers on all these lines are third-class— 
that is, artisans, laborers, and the 

rer classes going to and returning 

m their work. In the aggregate 
the percentage of passengers is one- 
tenth first-class, one-fifth second-class, 
and seven-tenths third-class. The 
working expenses of each line vary— 
the highest, and underground line, 
being 55 per cent. of the receipts, and 
the lowest, also an underground, be 
ing 39 per cent. This iatter is the 
first railway of the kind built, and 


: pays about 4 per cent. on its capital. 


e highest pays 4%¢ per cent., the 
lowest about 2 per cent.

How THE Secret was Discov- 
ERED,—Marshal Jewell is a typical 
Yankee, “smart as chain lightning,” 
and cute as they made ’em, even in 
Connecticut. Governor Jewell, ac- 
cording to report, came it over the 
Russians while Minister to that coun- 
try. It is said as a matter of fact that 
Governor Jewell, while in Russia, 
found out the secret of the famous 
Russia leather. The secret is the re- 
sult of the use of birch bark tar, with 
which thie skins are dressed in place 
of tallow and grease, the latter sub 
stances beibg so largely used as food 
among the lower classes. This_ tar, 
which is carefully saved when it ex- 
udes from the wood when burned, was 
first used as a substitute for wheel 
grease in Russia, as it is to this day, 
and then for the filling and dressing 
of skins. By asystem of careful in- 

uiry, and literally following his nose, 

uring his visit to some of the great 
Russian tanneries and curriers’ shops, 
Mr. Jewell found this compound in a 
great kettle ready for use, and thus 
the mystery was solved. It is not ex- 
pensive, costing about $10 a barrel, 
and he immediatelv ordered ten bar- 
rels and sent them to various leading 
leather manufacturers in this country, 
with instructions, and the result is 
that genuine Russia leather goods are 
now made in America, and doubtless 
will soon be sold’ at nearly fifty per 
cent. below former prices.—Patterson 
Press. A
